Che Daisy ACarket. 


This quaint old corner of Dublin is not. 
as its name would suggest, covered with 
a beautiful green sward, with pink-tipped 
daisies peeping among the grass; but, no 
doubt, in a century past the Ladies of -he 
Abbey, as Swift styled Mistress Johnston 
and Rebecca Dingle, often. walked in $s 
open spaces when taking the air, as they 
resided in the district. The Daisy Market 
is situated in Mary's Abbey, near. the 
Vegectable Market, and is the rendezvous 
of the poor, who swarm around the old 
rubbish stalis, where second-hand 
clothes, shoes and boots, and all kinds of 
queer ‘*‘ left-offs ” are purchased at he 
lowest prices. It is at its best this week, 
when bargains will be sought, and where 
there is fan “and merriment between 
dealers and customers. 


A Dealer's Paradise. 


So serious had the problem of the 
dealers in the district become that some 
fifteen years ago the Dublin Corporation 
placed a galvanised enclosure there tor a 
market for the itinerant merchants. At 
that time it was.a piece of waste land 
covered with clumps of large dog daisies. 
and the name seems to have been retained 
by the population. The stalls are sup- 
plied by the dealers, who purchase the 
rubbish which is usually sold off in bulk 
at the auctions im the city. Here it 18 
sorted according-to value, and sold to a 
regular trade. It is one of the few old 
markets with an atmosphere of the past 'u 
Dublin.

Old Dublin XCansions. 


I imagine there must have been a good 
deal of gaiety about social life in Dublin 
in the eighteenth century, when so many 
titled families had town houses in 
addition to their country residences. Some 
of these mansions were set apart in their 
own grounds, and seven of them still 
remain intact, although one or two have 
fallen from their high estate. Leinster 
House and Belvedere House are probably 
the best preserved ; the other five, Tyrone 
House, Aldborough House, Powerscourt 
House, Charlemont House and Moira 
House, have been adapted to various busi- 
ness purposes. Tyrone House, in. Marl. 
borough street, now an office of the 
Ministry of Education, has the distinction 
of being the first private edifice of stone 
erected in Dublin. It was originally the 
town house of the Marquis of Waterford, 
and was built from the designs of Cassels 
about the middle of the eighteenth century, 
shortly before the same architect designed 
Leinster House. The building is in three 
storeys of hewn granite; with a front 
ornamented by Doric pillars supporting an 
entablature and pediment; with»a large 
Venetian window above. It is said that

' "fPreaty were subject to the 
reduced Free State scales. This again had 
been further complicated by the fact that pre- 
Treaty officers appointed subsequent to 
January 1, 1920, had a scale lower by five per 
cent. than those appointed prior to that date. 
“ The scales-of salaries in the various depart. 
ments of the service are given at length, and 
certain disabilities from which the service 
-sufiers hie «diy considerable portion of the 
space Of a forty-seven-pagé booklet. 

Dealing with the recommendations for re- 
jicauiaaliad the document states that prior 
to’ 1920 there was considerable discontent in 
the Civil Service arising out of inadequate 
salary scales, “insufficient “avenues of promo- 
tion for the lower grades, and other unsatis- 
factor-- conditions of employment. Since the 
establishment of the Free State the discontent 
had been renewed and accentuated in conse- 
quence.of the reductions which had taken 
place under the administration of the Free 
State, resulting in the clerical and lower 
grades being brought down -below even a 
decent subsistence level, and still further 
accentuated by the imposition of a ban on 
promotions, which resulted in a serious 
impairment of the morale of the lower 
grades, and -by the policy of ignoring 
staff representations. Jt had been admitted 
that certain concessions had been withheld 
from the staff becauge the Civil Service 
Clerical Association. refused to participate 
in the, proceedings .of . the  Repre- 
sentative Council. 
from the point of view of the service that a 
complete reorganisation was desirable. It was 
no less desitable from the standpoint of those 
who had the work of the service performed 
on the most efficient and economic lines. 


TOO MANY GRADES. 


The document states that there are too 
many grades at present, In the general 
service offices there were writing assistants, 
writing clerks, clerical officers, minor staff 
officers, junior executive officers, major staff 
officers, higher executive officers, Junior 
administrative officers, assistant principal 
clerks, principal clerks, assistant secretary 
and secretary, (exclusive of the typing grades 
and certain unestablished officers). Many opera- 
tions which could be discharged by one of 
these grades actually passed through the 
hands of all or most of them. In addition to 
the general. service classes, there were, in 
certain departments, additional classes and 
grades, such as tax clerks, officers of taxes, 
employment clerks, employment officers, 
eourt cierks, etc., which should be as- 
similated into the general service classes. 

In the opinion of the Association, there was 
no justification for ‘the existence of this 
multiplicity of grades engaged upon the same 
class of work, and they should be replaced 
by a more Simple and comprehensive form of 
orgamsation. The work at present. performed 
by the main body of civil servants could 
be performed more efficiently and ‘more 
economically—and with less injustice to the 
staff—by a service divided into three classes, 
with avenues. of promotion from class to class. 
This should result in the gradual elimination 
of large numbers of supervising officers, and 
lead to the suspension of recruitment for a 
considerable. period... .1t was, therefore, re- 
commended that the service should be 
organised to provide for three grades—gradc; 
three, two and one. 


GRADE THREE. 


Grade three deals chiefly with shorthand- 
typis's, typists, writing assistants, and the 
suggested salaries vary from £60, by incre- 
ments of £7 10s., to £150; and from £80, 
by annual inerements of £10 to £180, with 
an efficiency barrier at £130. ‘The typing 
staffs should be supervised by Grade 2 
officers with the necessary qualifications in 
shorthand and typing, and there should be 
one superVisor for each twelve typists. 

As regards. the duties now assigned to 
clerical officers, departmental clerical officers, 
staff officers, superintendents of typists, and 
junior executive officers, it proposed that 
all this work should be assigned to Grade 2, 
which would be recruited by open competi- 
tion and by promotion from Grade á, The 
suggested salary scale is £80 (basic), 
by annual increments of £15 to £300, with 
eficiency barriers at £155 and £245. The 
Salary scales of the grades which the pro- 
posed new grade would replace are within 
the range of £60 to £400, but the lower 
range of the work of the present clerical 
grade would be assigned to Grade á, 


GRADE ONE, 


For the transaction of the higher ranges 
of work it is proposed that there should be 
a small class of higher officers, with salary 
scales. commensurate with their duties and 
responsibilities. The duties of this grade 
would broadly correspond to those laid down 
for the higher executive officers at present, 
and the suggested salary scale was £330 
(basic), by annual inerements of £20 to 
£450. Above Grade 1 there would be 
certain higher administrative and advisory 
posts, such as principal clerks, atcountants, 
and secretaries, which might be filled in the 
same manner as at present. It is proposed 
that Grade 1 should be recruitéd exclusively 
from Grade 

The statement concludes:—‘* At. present 
the. control of the Civil Service ig vested 
entirely in the Department of Finance.

sury’s Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. 
Sean OhU-dhaigh said that his attention 
had been drawn to a recent instance of boy- 
cotting qualified Irish engineers in favour of 
English engineers, where Irish moneys were 
being spent. 

It appeared, he said, that the North Infir- 
mary, Cork, had been seeking to improve 
their heating arrangements, and decided to 
adopt steam-heating. At a meeting of the 
Committee, held on the 8th November last, 
a Mr. Hurley: was stated to have 
‘‘characterised it as strange that they could 
not get any Irishman capable of doing this 
work. He had spoken to the University 
people about it, and they were not in a 
position to tell him if an Irishman was avail- 
able.’ Alderman Daly proposed the rejec- 
tion of a recommendation to employ an 
Englishman called Walter W. Nobbs, of Lon- 
don, as consulting engineer, at 100 guineas 
and out-of-pocket expenses for the drawing 
of plans and quantities, and a percentage on 
the amount of contract, for supervising the 
work, His grounds were that there was no 
necessity for a consulting engineer at all, as 
they had firms in Cork and Dublin quite 
capable of doing this work, and the employ- 
ment of a specialist was only waste of money. 
By ten votes to three the suggestion that Mr. 
Nobbs should be employed was carried. 

It appeared that there was a further dis- 
cussion at th: monthly meeting on the 17th 
instant, proceeded Mr. 0 hUadhaigh. It 
was stated by Dr. Cagney, the Chairman, 
that the architect, Mr. Harrington, had 
nominated’ Mr. Nobbs as a great expert on 
central heating, and as the writer of the 
standard text-book on the subject.

The death of Mr. W. G. Anderson, who 
was for thirty years editor of the /el/ast 
News-Letter, and one of the best known 
members of the Institute of Journalists, took 
place yesterday morning, after a long illness, 
at his residence, ‘* Alderwood,”” Sandown 
road, Belfast.

Mr. Anderson retired from the editorship 
of the News-Letter in 1928, carrying with 
him the best wishes of the proprietors, 
eb Hips public men, and the public gene- 
rally. 

e took a great interest in the welfare of 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, Belfast, and 
was Chairman of its Finance Committee, and 
a member of the Board of Governors, and 
during the war supported various patriotic 
funds.

IMPRISONMENT O 
MR. TOM MANN. 


T.U.C. PROTEST.

The Trades Union Congress General Council 
announced yesterday that a letter had been 
sent to the Prime Minister on behalf of the 
National Joint Council, representing the 
Trades Union Congress of the Labour Party, 
and the Parliamentary Labour Party, regard 
ing the case of Mr. Tom Mann and Mr. 
Emrhys Llewellyn, who were required at Bow 
Street Police Court to find personal strreties 
of £200 and two other sureties of £100 to 
keep the peace for twelve months, or, allter- 
natively, to serve two months’ imprisonment. 

The letter states :— 

‘‘In the Council’s view, unammously en- 
dorsed by our two National Committees, the 
Police Court proceedings were a travesty of 
justice. We regard the matter as a case of 
political persecution. You cannot have failed 
to notice that the magistrate, before impos- 
ing the sentence, acknowledged that there 
was no criminal charge against them, and 
that no question of imprisonment arose, and 
it was not necessary for the prosecution to 
prove that the two men were guilty of any 
criminal intent. 

““1n view of the magistrate’s declaration, 


the imprisonment of these two men must ap- | 


pear to every fair-minded person’ to be 
wholly indefensible. 

“The procedure that has been adopted 
compels us to the helief that there is a de- 
sire to suppress all open and public protests 
against the Government’s policy with regard 
to the unemployed. The immediate and un- 
conditional release of these two men ‘would 
be a simple act of justice, and because we 
beheve that the infliction of such sentences 
is far more likely to imperil the public peace 
than any incitement they may offer, we urge 
you most strongly to put a stop to prosecu- 
tions of this character.’’ 

On the initiative of the National Joint 
Council a petition is being circulated against 
the sentences imposed upon Messrs. Mann and 
Llewellyn.

HE death, under peculiar circumstances, 
a of John M'‘Bride Greenfield May, the 

fourteen-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. G. May, Rock Ryan, Portrush, was .n- 
vestigated by Dr. J. M. Hunter, Coroner, 
and a jury yesterday. 

The boy was a student at Campbell 
College, Belfast, and had arrived home a few 
days ago for the Christmas holidays, He was 
of an experimental turn of mind, and on 
Tuesday alternoon he was playing in the base- 
ment of the house with a little crane which 
he had erected. He had spoken to his 
mother about trying some balancing experi: 
ment with the crane. 

In the evening the father, worried by the 
boy’s long absence, searched for him in the 
basement, which was in darkness. He found 
him hanging by a rope from the lintel of a 
door of one of the rooms in the basement. 
A piece of cloth was also round the boy's 
neck. He carried the boy upstairs and sent 
immediately for Dr: William Porter, but 
death had taken place. á 

At the inquest Dr. Porter said that death 
was due to asphyxia from strangulation. 
Death had taken place one or two hours 
before his examination. He was of the 
opinion that the bey had placed the cloth 
round his neck to prevent any hurt or injury 
to himself from the rope. He had apparently 
been carrying out some experiment, without 
reasoning out the danger of it. 

The jury found a verdict that death had 
heen caused accidentally, and deep sym- 
pathy was expressed with the parents. 

Mr. W. R. Knox, foreman of the jury, 
said that he knew the boy well, and he was 
convineed that the circumstances were purely 
accidental.

Life and Letters. 


What is literary success, and how shall 
it be measured in the minds of men? One 
writer may achieve instant fame; his 
books may be numbered among the ‘best 
sellers’’; his very presence in the street 
may so excite the general public that, 
‘‘heedless of grammar, they all cry, 
“That's him.’” This man’s books may 
be forgotten in twenty years, but he will 
have spent a prosperous life and vill 
have left a large fortune to his children. 
Another man lives, dreams and works in 
wretched poverty, but his books are 
acclaimed as masterpieces after his death, 
and his place among the immortals. is 
Which of these two sorts of 
literary success would an affectionate 
father desire for his son? It is a shrewd 
question, and some of its aspects have 
been’ discussed in our lively correspondence 
on the new Irish Academy. To-day a 
further question obtrudes itself. Can 
literary success be measured by a writer’s 
material services to the world? A chapter 
in Dr. Axel Munthe’s famous book, ‘‘ The 
Story of San Michele,’’ describes how the 
almost paradisial beauty of Capri was 


secure. 


| spoiled for him by the annual slaughter of 


the small birds which rest there on their 
northern migration. He tells how a local 
butcher was the chief slaughterer, and 
how, as the price of a successful opera- 
tion, he forced the butcher to sell him 
the most bird-haunted stretch of the 
island, which he promptly turned into a 
sanctuary. Signor Mussolini read Dr. 
Munthe’s book, and was so deeply im- 
pressed by it that now (as we announced 
a few days ago) he has proclaimed the 
whole Island of Capri as a bird sanctuary. 
In a letter to a friend, Dr, Munthe 
writes: “This means the crowning success 
of my book. It means the saving of the 
lives, every spring, of thousands of ex- 
hausted migratory birds, many of them 
on their way to inaugurate summer in an 
English garden. If this is not literary 
success, I really do not know what literary 
success means,” 

We submit that Dr. Munthe has the 
root of the matter in him. After all, 
immortality in letters is a misnomer; for 
when the earth perishes like a scroll the 
greatest of books will perish with it. In 
the meanwhile, what nobler obligation can 
a writer lay upon mankind than to have 
written a book which, like Dr. Muunthe’s, 
is at once fine literature and makes the 
world a better place? There are not many 
such writers, and they ought to hold all 
save the topmost nooks in the Pantheon 
of Fame. To have enriched icttery and 
at the same time to have abated human 
or animal] suffering—no father could desire 
for his son a better fortune than this. 
English letters are specially fruitful in 
such double achievement. Fielding wrote 
novels which to-day mig'.t not pass the 
Free State censorship, but they reformed 
the processes of English law. Smollett’s 
novels helped to banish the horrors of bad 
food and savage discipline from the British 
Navy. Mrs, Gaskell’s novels, like Mrs. 
Browning’s poetry, ransomed from slavery 
the hapless children who worked for 
fifteen hours a day in the factories of the 
rising industrial age. Dickens, perhaps 
England’s greatest novelist, was also her 
greatest social reformer. He rescued little 
boys from their dreadful trade as human 
chimney-brushes; he made the English 
workhouse tolerable ; under his pen schools 
like Dotheboys Hall became an evil 
memory; he abolished the public hanging 
of criminals in batches outside Newgate 
Jail.

Scandinavia’s Troubles. 


The trade depression has come late to 
Scandinavia, but it has come with full 
force. From the Stockholm Correspondent 
of The Times we gather that even in 
Sweden, the least troubled of the three 
countries, conditions are very bad. There 
is a deficit. of about 2£2,800,000 on the 
national accounts; expenditure has in- 
creased, and is increasing, under a 
Socialist Ministry; the yield from income 
tax is expected to fall by 12 per cent., 
and Customs revenues by £1,500,000. 
Furthermore, the unemployed are reckoned 
to number 200,000, out of a total popula- 
tion of just over 6,000,000. Stockholm, 
the capital, is suffering. even more severely 
than the rest of the country; for its rate 
of municipal income tax is likely to be 
raised by 43 per cent.—partly as a result 
of the failure of the Kreuger companies, 
and partly because the great firms which 
once made the city prosperous are being 
induced to move to the country districts. 
Norway's finances are no better than 
those of Sweden. She expects to find greatly 
decreased revenues from taxation—the 
State railways, incidentally, will show a 
large deficit—and unemployment now 
stands at 35,000, an increase of 9,000 
since August. To meet the trouble Norway 
is considering the imposition of a tax of 
three per cent. on all retail sales. 
So far as unemployment is concerned, 
Denmark is in a more serious position 
than either of her comrade countries, . It 
is, we are told, considerably more than 
twice as heavy as it was at this time I: t 
year: the probable figures lie somewhere 
between 150,000 and 150,000. Comprehen- 
sive schemes of relief are being planned. 
Denmark, indeed, must be congratulating 
herself on Mr. de Valera’s challenge tv 
England. If Free State produce were still 
welcome on the British murket, Denmark 
in all probability would have reached 
breaking-point by this time.

Ireland is not the only country that 
sends its workers overseas to harve.t the 
crops of another land. Every s «~ .¢ the 
Island of Jersey needs to import labour to 
deal with its potato ‘and tomato crop. 
Normally it draws recruits from Brittany, 
but during the past summer it took 
the resolve to do a good turn to the 
British unemployed. The experime: t was 
eminently successful, and will be repeated 
next year. A Ministry of Labour report 
discloses a few interesting features vot 
only of Jersey's attitude towards the 
British working man, but of the British 
working man’s attitude to Jersey. The 
Jersey farmers, as it appears, were anxious 
about the experiment. They regarded the 
British invader as “a bigoted trade 
unionist who loafed on the dole;”’

Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor of 
the Exchequer) has sent the following 
reply, through his private secretary, to a 
communication which had been received 
from the Secretary of the London Chamber 
of Commerce on the subject of the 
fiduciary issue:— 

‘‘ Treasury Chambers, Whitehall, S.W.., 

““ 21st December, 1932. 

‘Dear Str,—The Prime Minister has 
handed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
your letter of 15th December suggesting 
that the fiduciary ‘issue ought to “be in- 
creased by the amount of the gold paid 
to the United States of America on that 
day, on the ground that, if this is not 
done, there will be a contraction of cur- 
rency by £19,750,000 and of bank credit 
by £197,500,000. 

“In reply, Mr. Chamberlain desires me 
to assure you that this view is miscon- 
ceived. He asks me to refer you to the 
statements which he made on this subject 
in the House of Commons on 14th - 
cember. In that speech he indicated that, 
while the control of credit and currency 
lay with the monetary authorities and was 
necessarily gove by circumstances 
which could not be evaluated in advance, 
he saw no reason to anticipate any 
shortage of credit or any departure from 
recent monetary policy.

It is proposed to 


THREE PRIVATE BILLS.

The Galway Harbour Bill is intended 

, reconstitute the Galway Harbour Com- 
nissioners on a more representative basis, 
ind to confer powers, including borrow- 
ng powers, for the care, preservation, 
mprovement and development of the port 

nd harbour of Galway ; to provide for the 
construction and execution . of certain 
works, for special contributions from, and 

making of certain rates by, the County 
‘‘ouncil of Galway, the Urban Council, 
and for other purposes. 7 
The preamble sets out that, “ by 
reason of its pre-eminent geographical 
position and the great advantages 
afforded by Galway Bay, Galway was 
in other days acknowledged to be the 
chief harbour in Ireland, and is 
entitled to look forward, under proper 
fosterage, to becoming hereafter a 
great commercial centre for native and 
foreign shipping.” 

The bill proposes that the Board should 
be reconstituted on a more representative 
basis in order to secure adequate resources 
for the proper development and equipment 
of the harbour, including better and more 
modern facilities for docking, discharging 
and loading vessels. 


EXTENSIVE WORKS, 


The works proposed include the deepen- 
ing of the approach channel and the 
removal of the rock barrier obstructing 
the entrance to the Dun Aengus Dock, 
new entrance gates, the provision of rail- 
way sidings, basius and quays. Powers 
are sought for the compulsory acquisition 
of such lands as are requisite for these 
purposes. 

[t is proposed to raise at interest from 
the State or any department thereof, or 
from any person, a sum not exceeding 
£400,000, and to secure such moneys upon 
the revenue and other property of the 
Board. For these purposes the incorpora- 
tion of certain existing Acts is proposed 
and the other Acts repealed. 

The chairman and members of the exist- 
ing Galway Harbour Commissioners are 
to remain in office until 16th October, 
1933, when they go out of office and the 
new Board will be constituted. The new 
Board is to consist of 23 Commissioners, 
as follows:—Twelve to be elected, the 
(Chairman of the Galway Co. Council, the 
Chairman of the Urban Council, the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
Council, five Commissioners

and two Commissioners appointed by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
Persons who are not citizens of Saorstat 
Eireann, or hold office under the Board, or

GAELTACHT SWEEPSTAKE. 


The Gaedealtacta Trust Sweepstakes 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill, 1935, is a 
bill seeking powers to raise funds by means 
of sweepstakes and lotteries for the pur- 
pose of providing for and promoting the 
economic. social, industrial, educational 
and cultural needs and interests of the 
people of the Gaeltacht, and for the pur- 
pose of financially assisting other public, 
charitable, benevolent or useful institu- 
tions, exhibitions or objects in Ireland. 

Whenever it is desired to hold a sweep 
stake or lottery the directors of the Trust 
mar appoint a committee of such num- 
ber as the directors may think proper to 
prepare a scheme. A committee may also 
be appointed by the directors to super- 
vise the conduct and management of the 
sweepstake or lottery. 

The scheme when prepared shall be sub- 
mitted to the Minister for Justice, who 
shall sanction it with or without modifica- 
tions. When the scheme is approved it 
shall be lawful ‘to hold such sweep- 
stake or lottery. A sum equal to 
the amount of the prizes in each 
sweepstake shall be lodged by the Trust, 
The proceeds, after providing for the 
prizes and expenses, will be devoted by 
the Trust in the manner provided in the 
scheme. Provision.is made for the auditing 
of accounts, etc. 


DUBLIN CEMETERY 
COMPANY’S BILL. 


This bill is promoted to enable ‘he 
General Cemetery Company of Dublin to 
enlarge their cemetery, Mount Jerome, to 
extend their powers of raising moncy and 
for other purposes. 

The Dublin General Cemetery Company 
space is now forty-seven acres. 

Owing to the increase of population, 
additional space is required fer the 
extension of the cemetery, and powers are 
required to purchase certain lands udjoin- 
ing, the area of which is about nineteen 
acres. Powers are sought to reduce the 
number of directors to six and to extend 
the borrowing powers to £10,000. Other

LABOUR’S TEST IN DAIL TO-DAY

HE Dail will meet specially to-day to 
consider amendments made in 
Senate to the Control of Prices Bill and 
three recommendations made in the 
Finance (Customs Duties) No. 4 Bill. 
With regard to the former, it is unlikely 
that any serious debate will occur, as it 1s 
thought the Minister will accept the 
amendments, none of which involves any 
vreat question of principle. 


MOTOR CAR BODIES. 


One of the recommendations regarding 
the Finance Bill is the deletion of Section 
7, which exempts from taxation motor car 
bodies and accessories under certain con- 
ditions. This was carried on a division in 
the Senate by 14 votes to 9. It was noted 
at the time that two members of the 
Labour Party — Senators Johnson and 
O’Farrell—voted in the majority. Indeed, 
Senator O'Farrell secorided the recommen- 
dation, which was moved by Senator 
Douglas. 


| 


It will be interesting to see what atti- 


the | tude the Labour members in the Dail will 


take towards this recommendation. 

Being a Money Bill, the Senate’s sug- 
gestion takes the form of a recommenda- 
tion, and not an amendment. The Senate 
has no power to amend Money Bills. 
There is no apprehension that the Govern- 
ment will suffer a defeat on the matter, 
and it. is unlikely that the Senate will 
have to come together to consider any 
further message from the Dail with regard 
to either measure.

MAM98 ELLIOT (Minister of Agri- 
culture), replying to Sir Percy 
Hurd in ‘the House of Commons yesterday, 
said :--I have to-day constituted the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Reorganisation Com- 
mission for Fat Stock. The Duty of the 
Commission will be to prepare, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Act; 1931, a scheme, 
or schemes, applicable to England and 
Wales for the regulating and, marketing 
of fat stock, and, in the course of pre- 
paring any scheme, to investigate and 
report on any matter which appears to 
them to affect its operation, and, in par- 
ticular, to investigate and report on the 
manner in which its operation could be 
facilitated— 

(a) By co-operation between the Board 
administering the scheme, and (1) Ary 
corresponding Board in Scotland or 
Northern Ireland; (2) Any Board that 
may be constituted in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland for regulating the 
marketing of pigs or of bacon; and 
(á) Any organisation concerned with 
the marketing in the United Kingdom of 
fat stock or meat produced in the United 
Kingdom or elsewhere ; and 

(b) By the regulation of imports of live- 
stock or meat, or any products thereof. 

(c) By improvement of the facilities for 
the slaughter of fat stock, and for the pro- 
duction of commodities therefrom ; and 

(d) By use of the provisions of the 
Agricultural Produce (Grading and Mark- 
ing) Acts, 1928-31. 

As I have already informed the House, 
the Government has been fortunate in 
securing the services of Colonel G. R. 
Lane-Fox as Chairman of the Commission, 

The other members are:—Mr. H. T. 
Howitt, Sir John Buck Lloyd, Dr. John 
Boyd Orr, F.R.S., and the Hon, Jasper 
Ridley. Q 

In conjunction with the Secretary for 
Scotland, arrangements will be made for 
consultation between the respective chair- 


men of this Commission, and of the Com- } 


mittee recently vested with the powers and 
duties of an Agricultural Marketing Re- 
organisation Commission under the Agri- 
cultural Marketing (Fat Stock Scheme), 
Scotland, Order, 1932, so far as may be 
necessary to facilitate the consideration 
of mutual interest, for which purpose 
liaison will also be arranged with the De- 
partment of Agriculture for Northern 
Ireland. 

The Commission is holding its first meet- 
ing this (Wednesday) afternoon. 

Mr. T. Williams (Labour, Don Valley) 
asked whether one of the workers in- 
terested, and who was thoroughly versed 
in agriculture, would not be a useful’ mem- 
ber of such a Commission. 

Major Elliot—As Mr. Williams knows, 
it is desired not to have representation of 
interests on the Commission, but to have 
jurymen, who will come to a conclusion on 
the evidence submitted to them. 

Mr. Williams—We appreciate the right 
hon. gentleman’s point in avoiding repre- 
sentation of particular interests, but 
would he not consider the wisdom of mak- 
ing such a selection as the one indicated ? 

Major Elliot said that he had no doubt 
many Labour representatives could be 
found who would take an unprejudiced 
view, but he had done his best to choose 
persons who had served on previous Com- 
missions, with a view to expedition, which 
was of such great importance in this 
matter. (Cheers. )

U.S. DEPUTIES PASS 
BEER BILL. 
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ANOTHER BLOW AT 


PROHIBITION,

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


The election slogan of “ Beer hy Christ 
mas ” came a step nearer to realisation 
when the House of Representatives passed 
to-day, by 230 votes to 165, the Collier 
Beer Bill to legalise the manufacture and 
sale of beer of 3.2 per cent. alcoholic 
content. 

The Bill will now have to go before the 
Senate, and then be presented to the Pre- 
sident for signature. Should the President 
veto the measure, a two-thirds majority 
in Congress would be necessary for it to 
become law. This is hardly likely. 

Should the Collier Bill be finally passed 
it would not mean, however, that beer 
could be sold in all the States of the 
Union, as many of them have State Pro- 
hibition laws which have not been re- 
pealed.

Commenting editorially on the position

The questions of the “tote 
clubs,’’ which common-sense described 
as betting houses. even before the 
law confirmed it, and of street 
betting, which is a sturdy veteran, can 
wait, but the law respecting lotteries, 
which has been eaten away by invading 
organisms until it has no longer even the 
appearence of sound timber, must be re- 
constructed forthwita.

The chp wnt nf formulated 
to meet a given emergency will not super- 
sede the comprehensive reforms which, it 
is hoped, the Commission will later pro- 
pose.

WO Democrat experts, who are

Owen D. Young and Mr. Bernard Baruch 
—have been called on by Mr. Roosevelt

The source of this information is not 
disclosed, but it is understood that Mr. 
Young and Mr. Baruch are to take action 
after March 4th, when Mr. - Roosevelt 
becomes President. 

The Democrats have already shown that 
they intend to play a lone hand in dealing 
with the war debt situation. 


ROOSEVELT OBJECTS. 


Mr. Roosevelt, who takes office in less 
than three months from now, has, the 
newspaper understands, refused to co- 
operate with President Hoover in forming 
a Debt Commission. 


Mr. Hoover, rejects the plan for a com. 
mission, as he believes that the existing 
machinery is sufficient to separate for re- 
examination the capacity of the various 
debtors to pay. | 

At the same time, Mr. Roosevelt offers 
to do nothing either to hamper or retard 
immediate action on debts. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not in favour of linking 
war debts, the world economic con- 
ference and disarmament, as he stresses 
that the question of war debts is a 
separate matter. 

Mr. Owen D. Young is one of the most 
prominent figures of Wall street, and 
among the posts he holds are those of 
chairman of the board of the 
General Electric Company, and _ chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of 
the Radio Corporation of America. 
He played a large part in the temporary 
settlement of reparation difficulties follow- 
ing the French occupation of the <tuhr in 
1925-4, and was the author of the repara- 
tions plan bearing his name. He was 
mentioned as a possible candidate for the 
Presidency earlier this year. 


FAVOURS CLEAN SLATE. 


Among his recent public activities in 
America are his work in charge of 
President Hoover's organisazion for un- 
employment relief in 1931, and his work 
this year, with eleven other financiers, in 
giving advice concerning the Federal 
Reserve plan for the expansion of credit. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Young 
shares the opinion of many other Wall 
street men that War debts and reparations 
should be scrapped and that ‘i:.ternational 
tariffs should be lowered. 

Mr. Baruch was a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange for many years, and 
was concerned during the War in many 
big transactions. In 1916 President 
Wilson appointed him a member of the 
Advisory Commission. of the Council of 
National Defence. Later he was appointed 
Commissioner in charge of raw materials 
for the War Industries Board, 2 member 
of the Commission in charge of all pur- 
chases for the Allies, and economic 
adviser for the American Peace Commis- 
sion. 


LADY ASTOR’S VIEWS. 


Lady Astor, on arriving at Southampton 
from New York, said that a big part ol 
American opinion about War debts could 
be summed up in the phrase, ‘‘ If we had 
only England to settle with.” “They 
realise the difficulty of our pecsition in 
regard to the debts question,’’ she said,

“ America is having a dreadful time. 
She is passing through a real crisis, and 
is stunned after so many years ‘0: 
prosperity. 

“There are twelve millions unemployed 
there, and the farmers are worse off than 
our own.

It took us twelve 
years to discover that it was in ov. own 
interests to scale down the German debt.”’ 


ENTENTE COMPROMISED, 


“‘Franco-British friendship had become 
as intimate as it was during the War,” 
said M. Herriot in an address at 
Anglo-American Press luncheon in Pa: is. 
“I have been working for it for six 
months, and 7 regret that the vote in the 
Chamber of December 14th should have 
compromised it. 

“That Anglo-Franco-American under- 
standing can defend civilisation has 
always been my policy. I stick to it 
unflinchingly,’’ M. Herriot said emphati- 
cally.

ROOS DESERTS THE 
NATIONALISTS. 


DISINTEGRATION OVER 
GOLD POLICY.

SMITHFIELD (0.F.8.), Wednesday. 


General Hertzog, Prime Minister cf 
South Africa, has intimated that he will 
retire from politics. 

Addressing a meeting here, the chief 
town of his constituency, General Hertzog 
said that Smithfield would not be 
‘‘ burdened ' with him much longer, but 
he would see the next general election 
through—in 1934. 

It was going to be a hard and bitter 
struggle, he declared, involving one of the 
most serious issues since the South 
African War—the racial cleavage, 

Mr. Tielman Roos, a former member cf 
General Hertzog’s Nutionalist Govern- 
ment, has resigned his position as a 
member of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court of South Africa in order to 
re-enter politics. 


NEXT PREMIER? 


Mr. Roos’s step is of great significance 
in South Africa's interesting political 


| situation, and in political circles in Cape 


Town it is imtérpreted as foreshadowing 
the early formation of a National Govern- 
ment, in which Mr, Roos himself wil] 
be Prime Minister, and which will include 
General Smuts, leader of the South Africa 
Party, but none of the members of the 
present Government. 

To-day's development has inevitably 
given rise to a large crop of rumours, of 
which the most interesting is that Mr 
Roos, who is reported to be in favour of 
devaluation of the currency, will carry 
sufficient Nationalists with him to wreck 
the majority of the Government, whose 
supporters—mostly farmers—have suffered 
severely through the adhesion to the gold 
standard. : 

Mr. Roos, who was formerly leader of 
the Transvaal Nationalists, wields an im- 
mense political influence in South Africa. 
He left politics owing to ill-health, but 
recently he has been repeatedly urged to 
return. 


RACIAL CO-OPERATION, 


The climax came on December 16th, 
when he made a speech to the members 
of his old constituency, Lichtenburg, in 
the Transvaal, which was regarded as a 
clear indication of his intention to return 
to politics. In this speech he appealed to 
the Afrikanders to co-operate with the 
English-speaking section of the popula- 
tion. He was severely criticised by the 
Government Press for trespassing on 
politics while still a judge. 

This is the third blow General Hertzog 
has sustained within a month. 

After one of the most exciting by-elec- 
tions in the history of the Dominion, the 
Opposition (South Africa Party) candi- 
date was recently returned for the Ger- 
miston division. 

Ten days later came the announcement 
that leading members of the Labour Party 
—until recently allied to the Nationalists 
—had decided to join the South Africa 
Party. 

In a letter to the Rand Daily Mail Mr. 
Roos expresses the opinion that-a Coalition 
Government is necessary to South Africa. 
He regards de-valuation as necessary to 
bring back the money which has flowed 
out of the country, and to. bring new 
capital to the country, where its invest- 
ment would be perfectly sound and where 
money alone is.-lacking to assist export 
trade, 

Colonel Reitz, South Africa Party, de- 
clared in an interview that, so far as he 
knew, Mr. Tielman Roos had not con- 
sulted the leaders of the South Africa 
Party. 


HATRED ACROSS THE 
ADRIATIC. 


YUGOSLAVIA REPLIES TO 
ITALY.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BELGRADE, Wednesday. 


An accusation that a deliberate attempt 
had been made to arouse hatred of Yugo- 
slavia throughout Italy was made in the 
Yugoslav Senate to-day by M. Jevtitch, 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. The speech 
was an answer to Signor Mussolini’s 
recent speech in the Italian Senate. 

Speaking in calm and measured tones. 
M. Jevtitch said:—‘' Yugoslavia will 
remain calm in the face of provocations, 
but this does not mean that she will sit 
with folded arms and refuse to defend the 
most sacred rights of the country.’’ 

The speech by Signor Mussolini was in 
reply to interpellations on what he called 
recent acts of violence, which' resulted in 
the destruction of the historic Venetian 
Lions of St. Mark outside the Cathedral 
of Trau (Dalmatia), and in the death of 
an Italian in the islands of Veglia. 

M. Jevtitch said to-day that the Italian 
allegations were grossly exaggerated. The 
alleged murder of an Italian was 
based on the wounding of an Italian youth 
in a public-house brawl. The youth re- 


covered, and was even well enough to play. 


football. - He. subsequently died of an 
infectious disease. 

Two Venetian Lion coats of arms at Trau 
had been disfigured by a chisel ; therefore 
the remaining six had been removed to the 
town museum for safety. 

The Government had no more lively 
wish than that the Italian optants in. 
Dalmatia should live in harmony with the 
Yugoslavs of that region, but these 
optants should not forget their obligations 
to the country in which they lived, and 
should respect the laws. 

There was nothing “ dramatic” about 
the incidents, and only malicious inten- 
tions could represent them as part of a 
campaign of provocation against Italy. 

Senators, speaking later, blamed Italy 
for the incident at Trau, since she had 
made Venetian monuments a basis for 
inlse claims for possessions in Dalmatia. 
They declared that hundreds of German 
and Slav monuments were destroyed by 
Fascism in the Tyrol and Istria.

Sergeant James Clancy, of the Free State 
National Army, McKee Barracks, Dublin, 
who was engaged on escort duty to Mr.

He described 
the attempts of a hostile crowd to break 
through the police cordon, and added that 
he took particular note of the attack, 
" because,”’ he declared, “ it was my duty 
as a member of General Mulcahy’s escort 
to see that nobody got near enough to the 
General to endanger his life.’’ 

There was a free fight in progress, and, 
in order that he and other members of the 
escort should not be swept away in the 
rush, they decided to mount the platform. 
He heard two shots fired and saw the 
hostile crowd sway back. Stones were 
being thrown by the attackers, and one 
struck the witness in the face, which 
resulted in his being suspended from duty 
for about a week afterwards.

Mr. R. Waddell said that as agent in Dun 
Laoghaire for Messrs. Waller, undertakers, | 
Dublin, he had many transactions with Mr. 
Dunne, the Registrar. He never had any 
personal dealings with Mr. Dunne, and any 
business transaction he had with him was 
as Supermtendent of the Board. He never 
paid him 
graves; he always paid the Board. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
witness said that in some cases he paid for 
the dressing of graves. Mr. Dunne never 
explained to him that the payments for the 
dressing of graves were made to him per- 
sonauy. 

The Inspector pointed out to the witness 
that as a business man he should have noticed 
that there was a difference in the receipts 
for payments made by him. 

Witness replied that it never occurred to 
him that there was anything wrong. 

The Inspector said that it did not neces 
sarily mean that there was anything wrong, 
but it should have struck him that two of 
the receipts were official receipts of the Board 
and one was a personal receipt of Mr. Dunne. 
It should have struck witness that there was 
this difference in the receipts. 

Mr. E. C. Smyth, a member of the Board, 
gave evidence that a particular grave referred 
to by Mr. Waddell had not been sodded. 

In reply to the Inspector he admitted that 
the manner in which the accounts were 
checked was calculated to lead to abuse. 

Mr. J. J. O’Donovan, solicitor, stated that 
in February last he came to the cemetery 
to see Mr. Dunne in connection with the 
interment of his son’s body. He arrived 
shortly after twelve o'clock, and waited until 
two o clock before seeing Mr. Dunne. Witness 
explained that he had been unavoidably de- 
tamed and had been unable to come until 
after mid-day, and Mr. Dunne said: ‘ You 
will have to pay a fee for being late if you 
want to bury your son to-morrow. You 
should have-been here before twelve.” 

Witness said that he did not have to ny 
ne extra fee. He paid the other fees next 
day, and Mr. Dunne said to him: “ You have 
cot off very lightly.” 

Mr. O'Connor, K.C.—Were you treated 

irteously by Mr. Dunne?—No; I was 
reated in an absolutely stiff manner,

Mrs. Emblidge, Bray, said that she. had 
omplained of the manner in which graves 
were kept, and Mr. Dunne had treated her 
with great discourtesy. She had written to 
the Board on the matter. 


THE ACCOUNTS. 


| Mr. F, M. Bentley, Chairman of the Dean’s 
Grange Burial Board, gave evidence of the 
manner in which the accounts were presented 
and passed for payment, 

In reply to the inspector, he admitted that 
there was no certificate showing the items 
in an account produced. They did not show 
that they had been initialled, checked or 
passed for payment by the chairman. He 
was not at all convinced now that it would 
have been better for the Board to do the 
whole of the work inside the cemetery, Until 
the auditor’s report, he was not aware that 
an unofficial receipt was given by Mr. Dunne 
for sodding graves. : : 

In reply to further questions by the In- 
spector, he said that he thought the Board 
should undertake the sodding of graves. He 
also thought it a hardship that people suffer- 
ing a bereavement should have to be at the 
cemetery offices before noon to arrange for 
a burial. It should be possible to make 
arrangements up to 4 o'clock, He agreed it 
should be a rule that, as far as possible, the 
Registrar should facilitate the public. 

He further said that since he became Chair- 
man of the Board the number of items he 
had questioned was six. 


CASE FOR REGISTRAR. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., opening the case for 
the Registrar (Mr. Dunne) said that this was 
a gerious case for Mr. Dunne, who was for 
eighteen vears the senior officer of the Board, 
and previous to that was for nineteen years 
senior buyer of Messrs. Arnott’s, and also 
was in business in the city for himself. He 
had carried out efficiently the work of over- 
seeing and supervising the work of the 
cemetery—a cemetery which he had seen 
from quite a small institution to 
possibly tMe biggest bufial ground 
outside Glasnevin, This inquiry was intended 
to reflect more closely on Mr. Dunne. The 
inquiry was the outcome of the auditor’s re- 
port and had been extended to multifarious 
charges, which made it diffieult for Mr. Dunne | 
to meet. with that sufficiency and detail they. 

The real object of the inquiry 
was to inquire into ‘the condition of the 
affairs of the Board with reference to the 
undertaking of work which dealt with the orna- 
menting, dressmg and cleaning up of newly- 
made graves after interment.

BETTING SUSPENDED. 

Betting was suspended at certain “tote” 
clubs in the City of Birmingham, but at 
others the credit system adopted on Tuesday 
was continued. At one greyhound track the 
‘* tote "” was in operation, but not on a profit 
basis. At another the “tote” was closed 
down. 

The Birmingham police followed the same 

course as that adopted in Manchester in 
making it clear that the Home Secretary's 
instructions were to be carried out. 
_ Preston Greyhound Racing Association 
issued a notice stating that their “tote”’ 
would be closed, pending further legislation, 
and that boskdnelees would be present on 
their course in future to accommodate 
backers.

DEPUTATION TO HOME 
SECRETARY. 


Sir John Gilmour, the Home Secretary, 
received at the House of Commons last night 
a deputation from the British Greyhound 
Tracks Control Society, which represents 
over twenty centres. These include tracks at 
Manchester, Newcastle, Liverpool, Rochdale, 
Leeds, Blackpool, Bradford, Bolton and 
Willenhall. 

The following was issued by the Home 
Office last night :— 

“The Home Secretary to-day received a 
deputation representative of the British 
Greyhound Tracks Control Society, Ltd. 

“The deputation urged that the Govern- 
rent should introduce legislation to permit 
the use of totalisators on greyhound racing 
tracks, subject to the necessary safeguards, 
and under the control preferably of the 
Government. The deputation called attention 
to the number of persons engaged, both 
directly and mdirectly, in this comparatively 
new industry, and to the unfortunate conse- 
quences which would follow if the use of 
totalisators on greyhound racing tracks had to 
be discontinued permanently. 

“ Iney asked the Government to treat this 
question as a matter of urgency, and to 
announce at the earliest possible moment 
their decision on the question whether they 
proposed to introduce legislation for the pur- 
pose of legalising totalisators on greyhound 
racing tracks. 

‘“The Home Secretary said, in reply, that 
the Government were at present giving the 
most careful consideration to this question, 
but before coming to a _ decision it was 
obviously necessary to await the recommenda- 
tions on this subject of the Royal Commission 
on Lotteries, which they expected to receive 
shortly. 

“He would report to the Government the 
representations submitted by the deputation, 
and would-bear in mind the request that the 
Government's decision should be announced 
as soon as it was reached. ''

It was contended on behalf of: the inspector 
of Taxes that Miss Gretta Smyth, without 
the consent of any person, could obtain for 
herself the beneficial enjoyment of the income 
a from. the investments comprising the 
trust fund (less such sum as would be required 
to pay the irrevocable trusts), and that, 
therefore, the income must be deemed to be 
the income of Miss Gretta Smyth for the 
purpose of the enactments relating to income 
tax. 

When the matter came before them the 
Special Commissioners differed im their 
opinion, and a decision was given that the 
assessment in dispute was not to be deemed 
the imcome of the disponer, but was the 
income of the trustees for the purposes of 
the income tax. 

The question for the High Court was 
whether the determination of the Special Com- 
missioners that the income arising from the 
trust fund from November 6, 1929, to April 5, 
1931, was not to be deemed the income of 
the disponer, Sister Mary Bernard, but was 
the income of the trustees for the Income 
Tax Act, was correct in law. 


JUDGE DISAGREES. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judgment, 
dealt at length with the section of the Income 
Tax Act applicable to this matter, and with 
the various provisions of the trust deed made 
after Sister Mary Bernard ‘became possessed 
of the legacy. He held that the sum of 
£28,000 was not the property of the trustees, 
and that the provisions in the deed were 
not sufficient to exempt Sister Mary Bernard 
from liability under the Income Tax Act. 
He considered that Section 20 (1) (a) of the 
Finance Act of 1922 was wide enough to 
cover the present case. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, in this case, 
he was unable to take the same view as‘ his 
colleagues; but, in deference to their views, 
he had given anxious consideration to the 
questions involved. “The lady whom it was 
sought to make liable to income tax had 
been for many years a nun, and, as long as 
she was in the Congregation, would be with- 
out, means. When she received the legacy 
she, in pursuance of the rules of the Congre- 
gation, divested herself of all the property, 
and vested it in trustees for charitable pur- 
poses which were exempt from tax. The 
Revenue Commissioners sought to make her 


“liable to income tax on the ground that, in 


the trust deed, there was a clause that, if 
she left at any time or ceased to be a 
member of the Congregation, the property 
should be held in trust for her absolutely. 
He was of opinion that the Commissioners 
could not succeed, because, while her ceasing 
to be a member of the Congregation might be 
a voluntary act at any time, it might happen 
that the ceasing would be involuntary. 


_ Accordingly, the event upon which she might 


become entitled to the property might not 
be entirely within her own control or ability. 
He was of opinion that the wording of the 
section did not capture for tax an estate 
which reverted to the disponer by some con- 
dition of defeasance added to the deed in- 
volving a change of status, or other event, 
not conferred by the deed itself, but within 
the capacity of the disponer. 

The second ground which he considered 
fatal to the claim of the Revenue Commis- 
sioners was that, under the Deed, in the 
event of the nun ceasing to be a member of 
the community, she could not get the income 
of any current year. She could be assessed 
cnly in respect of the year following her 
withdrawal, but in that year she was 
absolute owner, with domimion over the pro- 
perty, and would be liable by reason of her 
own ownership. In his opinion, the decision 
of the Special Commissioners should be 
affirmed, with costs. 


MEANING OF “ DISPOSITION.”

At the sitting of the Court, 

Mr. Dickie said that he wished to applogise 
for not being there on the former day when 
the case was before his lordship, but he 
thought the practice was that in a case where 
trustees were bringing a matter before the 
Court it was necessary simply to state the 
facts and leave it to the two people whose 
interests were involved to argue it out. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that all the cases 
had been put before him in the able argu- 
ments of Mr. Kelly on behalf of Miss Elsie 
Colahan and Mr. Wilson on behalf of the 
next-of-kin. It was his practice to have the 
whole matter opened by the trustees, but 
sufficient assistance had been given to him 
for the purpose of arriving at a conclusion. 


A GOOD APPOINTMENT? 


Delivering judgment, Mr. Justice Meredith 
said that ‘elizabeth Colahan, by her will, 
made the following disposition:—‘‘I will, 
devise and bequeath to my daughter, Elsie 
Colahan, for her absolute use and benefit, 
two-thirds of my estate and assets as at the 
date of my death may consist of cash in 
bank, cash in hand, or money invested in 
War Loan, railway shares, or any other in- 
vestments «f a similar kind.” 

There was a similar devise and bequest of 
the remaining one-third among other daugh- 
ters. The question for the decision of the 
Court was whether this devise and bequest 
of the estate and assets of the testatrix was 
a good appointment of a fund over which 
the testatrix had a special power of appoint- 
ment among the children or remote issue of 
her, marriage. The trouble arose from the 
fact that, the power being a special power, 
Section 27 of the Wills Act, 1857, did not 
apply. The testatrix did not say “ appoint.” 
She referred only to her estate and assets, 
and did not include any property over which 
she had a power of appointment. Mr. Kelly 
sought to bring forward evidence to show 
that the testatrix must have intended to 
execute this power of appointment, because 
she had no investments of her own, whereas 
the fund over which she had the special 
power was invested in War Loan and rail- 
way debentures. 

But, unfortunately, the words used by the 
testatrix did not imply that she actually had 
any War Loan or Railway shares, or pur- 
ported to dispose of them. Hence, extrinsic 
evidence was not admissible to identify them. 
But the argument for the admission of ex- 
trinsic evidence was admissible if made to 
hinge on the words: “ Other investments of 
9 similar kind.” What investments were 
similar in kind to investments in themselves 
so dissimilar as War Loan and Railway 
shares ? 


EXTRINSIC EVIDENCE, 

Some extrinsic relation must have been in 
contemplation, in which these investments 
were regarded as similar. If one did not 
travel outside the will itself, the question 
was merely one of speculation. But the 
Court must inquire and do its best to 
determine what sort of instruments the testa- 
trix intended to deal with by the words 
‘other investments of a similar kind.” 
Accordingly, his lordship admitted the ex- 
trinsic eg; “im for the purpose of determin- 
ing by looking to all the surrounding circum- 
stances what the testatrix must have meant 
by ‘other investments of a similar kind.” 
The testatrix had no investments of her own, 
but the fund, subject to the power of 
appointment, was invested in War Loan and 
lailway Debentures, and the investment 
clause in the settlement enabled the fund to 
be invested in those securities and “any 
other securities in which trust funds may be 
invested under the authority of Parliament.”’ 

The latter words showed what the testatrix 
had in contemplation, and accordingly his 
lordship held that, the donors being objects 
of the power, there was a sufficient reference 
to the fund, subject to the special power to 
make the words in the will an effective 
exercise of this power, notwithstanding the 
inappropriate words used by the testatrix. 

Mr. fuaire Meredith accordingly answered 
the question in the affirmative.
